annihilation of tho seals. Tho Britisl:

ol all tho strength of his character ar 
purpoise that ho Biicceeded in hurrying 
through the British parliament an nc 
to give effect to tlie arbitration and thoi 
securing the adoption of regulations t 
keep oil the poachers.
